— In exercise of the powers con- 
erred by seotdon 8 of the Essential Supplies (Temporary 
’overs) Act, 1946 (XXIV of 1940), the Central Govern- 
ment is pleased to direct that: 

(1) Messrs. Universal Agencies (India), Buona "Vasa’, 
Sir Phirozeshah Mehta Road, Bombay (constituted 
Attorney — Charles -T. Sopher) — -hereinafter referred to as 
the consignee — shall not sell, deliver or otherwise dispose 
of except to such person and subject to such conditions aa 
the Textile Commissioner may specify the HI bales of cloth 
or any part thereof which have been brought by the said 
consignee to Bombay on 8.8. Itinda under permit 

No. 85084. dated 14th January 1947 from the Additional 
Director of Civil Supplies, Karachi; 

(2) no part of the said cloth shall be sold or otherwise 
disposed of unless it is marked with — 

(a) the TCB mark illnstratod in condition (1) of the 
Notification No. T. C. (0)-2/44, dated the 27th 
January 1944 with the letter ‘8’ stamped 
fminediately below; 
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(b) the selling price thereof fixed by the Textile Com- 
missioner ; 

(c) the month and year of marking; 

( 3 ) the consignee shall make the markings on the cloth 
under the direction of the Textile ( ommissioner or an 
oihcer authorised by him in tins behalf as specified in the 
preceding paragraph, provided Unit, il the consignee’ 1 is 
unable conveniently to make the said markings, he may 
ask the Textile Commissioner to do so, and thereaiter the 
Textile Commissioner or an officer authorised by him in. 
this behalf shall make such markings, on the consignee 
making payment lor the ser vicos to be rendered at the rate 
of 5 per cent, of the selling price stamped on the cloth; 

(4) the consignee shall sell such cloth to suoh persons 
and in such quantities us may be specified Jroiu tinu to 
time by > the Textile Commissioner at a prioe being not 
less than 90 per cent, of the selling price marked on the 
said cloth; 

(5) no dealer shall in respect of such cloth charge a 
price exceeding the selling price stamped thereon; 

(0) the consignee shall submit to the Textile Commis- 
sioner such information or returns at snob times as the 
Textile Commissioner may direct and shall abide by such- 
direotions as to the storage, custody nnd disposal of the- 
cloth as the Textile Commissioner may from time to time 
give.
